Almost Three Years are Required From 
The Time the Briar is First Uprooted 
Until the Manufacturer Makes the Pipe

TD RIAR IN its simplest terms is wood 
‘And as such it reacts to conditions 
the same as most wood does, which is 
probably the real reason it has to unc*r 
yo several processes in order to prepare 
it fer its usefulness as a smoking pipe 

Practically all wood, in its growing 
state. is moist. and the moisture 1s Known 
as sap When wood is first cut it is 
said to be “green”, meaning that the 
moisture or | sap” has not been allowed 
to dry or harden. whichever the case 
may be 

Ordinary lumber, such as a pine board 
which is made into a house, a shed. or a 
fence never experiences intense heat 
Thus once the sap hardens it gives nv 
trouble of any kind The «cod will serve 
indefinitely:

trenche: covered with loose straw or 
native leafy ferns slightly dampened 
Thi permits the hriar to “die” slowly 
Of course the sap dries and hardens. re 
maining within the wood 


HIS DRYING under moist straw 
or fern ‘eaves prevents the burl 
from cracking and otherwise becoming 
damayed from too rapid drying This 
initial phase cf the curing process re 
quires from a few weeks to several 
months, depending upon the size and 
age of the burl, the larger and older 
s reqniting the linger period of 
time Extra large burls may require 
eight months to become thoroughly 
seasoned, as this part of the process 
is generally known. 
The next operation is the cutting of 





the hurl into small individual pipe blocks 
known in the trade as “ebauchons * This 
operation requires much care and skill 
and is often compared to the delicate 
operation of diamond cutting. It is es- 
sential that the blocks be cut in exactly 
the right manner, otherwise the grain 
will not be correct in the finished pipe 
and the appearance will be anything but 
neautiful 

The next important step is the re- 
moval of the sap and resins which have 
hardened within the briar block. To do 
this, the blocks are boiled tor from 24 
to 48 hours, sometimes longer. in order 
to thoroughly remove every trace of 
thes? unwanted cils which would even: 
tually spoil the pipe 

Now comes the long drying process. 
The tars and resins have been replaced 
with water, and the water must now 
be allowed to evaporate 

Once again, the process must be ac 
complished slowly, otherwise the 
blocks will split and become worthless

The blocks are placed in large 
boxes. and are continually turned in 
crder te permit even dry at ill times 

The normally accepted drying time 
is approximately two year when 
properly done, the pipe will te thorugh 
ly free from moisture of any kind ind 
ready for the pipe maker's cools

HE REMOVAL ot the natural sao 
ind resins also serves another im 
portant iob in preparing the briar frr a 
smoke. The wood in a good pipe 
should be able to “breathe.” and when 
the peres are filled with dried or 
hardened oily substances, this breathing

Evaluating Water Pipes 


Growing Scarcity of Many Types 


Of Water Pipes is Primary Factor 


Behind Slowly Increasing Prices 


By ED COPELAND 


c OT ALL water pipes employ long 
flexitle tubes nor are they all ela- 
borately decorated. The grandfather cf 
ail water pipes is presumed to be the 
narghile (pronounced NAR gi la) of 
India, which was the more practical 

idaptation of the horn dakka pipes 
al Indian narghiles were coco 





nut shells as these formed a natural 
water receptacle and were of a durable 
nature 

Narghiles sometimes have a flexible 
tube or stem but more generally have a 
rigid type of stem like the one illustrated 
above 


Note that the coconut has an overlay 


of brass with a spiked protuberance 
of the base for sticking into the ground 
when not being held or carried These 
pipes are of simple construction and are 
not valuable, but their scarcity puts 
them into a price bracket rather above 
their actual worth 

The wnter once saw a beautiful ex 
ample of the Indian narghile made en 
tirely of silver The water base was the 
exact size and shape of a coconut con: 
sistent with the common prototype 

Less common and more difficult to 
obtain is the kalian (prenounced kal- 
YAN) the Persian version of the water 
pipe family The kalian is, categorically 
speaking, in between the narghile and 
the hookah and incorporates some of the 
features of each 

Lacking a specimen of this pipe in 
my own collection and being unable to 
locate one among my colleagues, not 
even a photograph of one being avail- 
able, I have resorted to the sketch shown 
on the opposite page. 

The Dunhill Pipe Book describes this 
pipe to be about 15 inches in height 
and the rigid type stem measures about 
the same 


HE WATER receptacle is of 
glazed pettery with simple decora 
tions. Notice that the bowl appears to 
be of large capacity 
These pipes, like the aforementioned 
narghile, will command a price com 
mensurate with their condition and 
availability 
Most common of all water pipes is the 
compact Chinese type which contains 
as integral parts a container for the 
tobacco supnly, tools consisting of 2 
pair of tweezers, and a combinaticn 
pick and brush The base of these pipes 
is the container for water which 3s 
filled by removing the tobacco bewl from 
its component sleeve 
There is apparently no limit to the 
amount of ornamentation lavished upc# 
them and while metal is general in thelr 
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emumel and el isonne 
Some arecimens are tf solid silver 
britss Copper Ori. mbinations ot metals 
including gold 

Fagravin and scwels also may pe 
included in these interesting pipes and 
in oappranal cf some rf these might 
necessitate a trip to a jeweler 





A more simple Chinese water pipe is 
one of tambo like the one here illus. 
trated This consists of a small tube of 
metal wood or bamboo placed on an 
angle in the side of a large bamboo 
section which necessitates the smoker to 
place his mouth over the upper end 
and literally drink in the smoke The 
entire pipe, however, may be of metal 
as there are several varieties. Burmese 
pipes are very similar Chinatown 
shops will supply the collector with a 
nice assortment of China's contribution 
to our subject

1 feel that the greatest contribution 
the tobacco manufacurer could make 
to the pipe smoker of today is ct. tell 
the pipe smoker what is in the package 

This, I believe, is required of foods, 
ond it would be a good idea for tobacco 
3 well 

When I buy tobacco I want to know 
what [am smoking. No reputable manu: 
facturer would object because if he 
employs only the finest ingredients (as 
he always claims) he would be proud to 
list these ingredients on the package 

If the manufacturer uses alfalfa hay 
and caraway seed because he believes 
these make a superior smoke, why should 
he hide the fact? I don’t care what } 
emeke in a blend so long as the result is 
pleasing, and if I like the additicn of 
maple flavoring, for instance, then I 
will be on the look out for blends con: 
taining maple flavoring 

Some smokers do not care for periqu: 
in their tobaccos. If the manufacturer 
listed the types of tobacco used, the 
smoker would know whether or not be 
cares to buy the blend and try it 

If the tobacco is pure burley, that 
fact should be so stated, and smokers 
who like straight tobacco of this kind 
would find just what they wane without 
a lot of trial and error 

The manufacturer cannot argue thst 
this would reduce sales, for it would 
create as many as it would lose, be- 
cause the smoker wonld buy in conf- 
dence und not pass up a tobacco be- 
caus. he thought he might not like it

I would 
like to see an improved wrapping anl 
sealing of the pocket size packages :o 
that the proper moisture content and 
flavor will be retained for a longer 
perind of time

I would suggest the placing of a 
moisture pellet in each package of 
tobacco. In quantity these would cost 
the manufacturer very little and 
wouldn't raise the cost of the tobacco 
more than a penny, even if that much, 
to the customer 

This would insure the tobacco being 
moist. when purchased, and turther 
more the tobacco would remain fresh 
in the package until smoked

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7 F THE smoker will take advantage 
Af the following pointers. his pipe 
will be a joy to the end of its days: 

Just before filling a new pipe, moisten 
the inside of the bowl slightly with a 
wet finger This helps prevent burning 
Especially is this important with a pipe 
of briar or other wood 

While the inside of the Fowl is still 
moist fill it only three quarters full, 
pack it lightly so it will draw freely, 
and smoke it all the way down to the 
bottom cf the bowl Do this the first 
three or four smokes so the bottom 
as well as the sides of the bowl will be 
property charred 

Never refill and smoke a new pipe 
while it 1 still hoc Give it time to cocl 
off This helps avoid burning of the 
uncharred bow! and is also a good rule 
to follow with an old pipe 

Don’t smcke a new pipe in a wind or 
strong draft, and don't take heavy drags 
on it: just puff lightly and slowly 
One reason for packing it lightly is so 
you won't have co draw on it hard to 
keep it lighted 

Give a new pipe plenty of rest be- 
tween smokes When ycu lay a new 
pipe down. don't leave any: dottle (heel) 
or ashes in che bottom of the bowl If 
you smoke the pipetull clear to the bot- 
tom of the bowl there will be no un- 
consummed tobacco Insert a pipe clean: 
er and let it remain in the pipe until 
the pipe is sme ked again 

In order thet vour pipe may color 
properly don't hold the bowl in your 
hand. instead finger over 
and around the stem only thus eliminat 
ing any contact with the bowl of the 
pipe. 

The carbon cake that accumulates in 
the bowl of a new pipe should not be 
reamed out too soon. But betere the 
cake becomes too thick, ic should be 
reamed out 

Never knock your pipe—new or old— 
rgainst a hard surface when emptying 
the locse ishes. Knock it against the 
pilm of your hand, holding it py the 
stem vir shank near the bowl

Pipe smokers who do much traveling 
around have often found themselves in 
the same predicament I have en 
countered at times by having several 
pipes but no mxthod of standing them 
upright 

The bese and easiest methed of sol: 
ving the situation is to go to the cor 
ner vrecery and obtain an ordinary card: 
board eyg carton 

As illustrated below a fine temporary 
pine rack is instantly available Any 
ordinary sized pipe can be accommodated 
Actoo by six egg carton has been cut 
in half to accommodate the six pipes 
shov n 

The carton can be thrown vsay 
when it has served its purpose, or folded 
up end carried along if desired 

There are other sizes that can be em- 
ployed, such as that which holds a 
dozen (three rows cf four cach) 
and takes care of 12 pipes at once

Broken Stems 
Eliminated 


Nothing makes a fellow more aggra- 
vated than to reach into his pocket fcr 
his pipe and find the stem broken This 
is often caused by getting in and out 
cf an automobile, sitting on the pipe, and 
other body movements which are so often 
disastrous to pipes kept in the pocket 

After too many repair bills I decided 
to do something about it The idea 1s 
to simply remove the stem from the 
shank before placing them both in the 
pocket, 

Now, with two shorter pieces, the 
danger of breakage is greatly reduced 
It is strange how few smokers have 
ever heard of this idea, but it will cer 
tainly put an end to broken pipe stems 
while begin carried in the pocket 

Put this idea into practice today, and 
you will not have any more broken 
pipe stems to be repaired
